We, also, in the 
diversity of our printing processes have kept pace, and in some cases have been the leaders, in 
the technological advances in our industry.

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The M°Corquodale Group 


Throughout its history, the MCCorquodale Group has borne 
the characteristic of the printing industry, namely a family 
business providing personal service. It has, however, been 
unusual in that it has extended its interests in widespread 
localities not only in the United Kingdom but also overseas. 
To-day the company forms one of the largest commercial 
printing organizations in the world and is directed by several 
members of the M€Corquodale family. The Chairman, 
Lord M¢Corquodale of Newton, is a grandson of the founder, 
George MCCorquodale, who established the first MCCorquodale 
factory at Newton-le-Willows, Lancashire, in 1846. 


The founder had previously opened a stationer’s shop in 
Liverpool in 1841, from which humble origins The Liverpool 
Printing & Stationery Co. Ltd. has grown. The factory with 
its litho and letterpress plant now caters for shipping, insurance 
and other industries on Merseyside. 


In the next twenty years he started other printing works, two 
in London, one near Euston Station and the other near London 
Bridge Station, in Glasgow and at Wolverton in Buckingham- 
shire. These M¢Corquodale factories have grown over the 
years and, with expansion, all the latest technical printing 
processes have been installed. In the Wolverton factory there 
are different production units for envelopes and_ general 
printing, whilst a special building is devoted to security work 
for the General Post Office. 


All these factories serve the needs of the people of the 
country by producing printed matter in all its forms for Her 
Majesty’s Stationery Office, the nationalized industries, local 
authorities and industry and commerce generally. 


Later in the century Mr. M€Corquodale purchased Henry 
Blacklock & Co. Ltd., now in a new factory at Alms Hill Road, 
Manchester, a company which caters for a wide range of 
printing. He also started a paper mill near Flint, The North 
Wales Paper Co. Ltd., which produces fine printing papers 
and bank and cartridge grades. Further, The Crewe Stationery 
Co. Ltd. was started to assist the Liverpool and Manchester 
factories and all these concerns have expanded very consider- 
ably during the last few years. The Crewe factory has developed 
a large trade in the production of wallpaper books. 


Apart from the M°Corquodale factory in Glasgow, Scotland 
has two other representatives of the Group. John Horn Ltd. 
was acquired in 1938 and its lithographic machinery has been 
extended to supply an increasing business in carton and box 
making. Although they were originally fine art printers in 
lithography and letterpress, McLagan & Cumming Ltd., in 
Edinburgh, which was acquired in 1941, have now established 
themselves in the packaging business. Equipped with rotary 
gravure and aniline presses, they produce wrapping and 
printed wax papers for the biscuit factories of Scotland. 


SECURITY DOCUMENTS FOR 
BANKS 


In 1927 and 1931 two well-known security 
printers in the City of London joined the 
M¢Corquodale Group, firstly Blades, East & 
Blades Ltd. and then Charles Skipper & East 
Ltd. Both companies originated in the early 
years of the nineteenth century and had built 
up their business by supplying the banks and 
financial houses of London. 


Blades, East & Blades Ltd. was a family 
business and brought a strong connection to 
the M¢Corquodale Group, of which Lord 
Ebbisham, a descendant of the founder, is a 
director. The very large factory in Finsbury is 
equipped with lithographic, letterpress, and 
gravure machinery, their principal products 
being cheques for all the main British banks, 
and their imprint can be found in most peoples’ 
pocket on a cheque book. With advancing 
mechanization of banking procedure continuous 
stationery cheques, padded cheques and dupli- 
cated cheques of all colours and sizes are 
demanded from their craftsmen. 


Apart from their cheque production, Blades, 
East & Blades Ltd. supply insurance and 
commercial companies with all kinds of print; 
their experience in the production of pros- 
pectuses and company reports is unrivalled. 


Charles Skipper & East Ltd. are also held in 
high regard in the City and they, too, produce 
a wide range of cheques for leading banks. In 
addition, they have a developing business in 
advertising literature and greeting cards. 


Together the two companies produce over 
half the cheques used in Great Britain. In 
recent years they have been leading the 
development of encoding cheques in magnetic 
ink, which the banks will be able to process 
through their accountancy by automatic elec- 
tronic means. This revolution in _ printing 
technology will lead to new achievements. 


CONTINUOUS STATIONERY 


It was in 1927 that Fanfold Ltd. was started 
by the MCCorquodale Group. Mechanization 
in business administration had barely begun, 
but continuous stationery in varying forms and 
spot carbonized stationery were in increasing 
demand. To-day there is a wide range of office 
systems, many using automatic tabulating 
machines operated by punched cards or tape 
and calling for substantial quantities of con- 
tinuous forms. Large manufacturers of 
consumer goods now automate their invoicing, 
factory and delivery documents. These require- 
ments are largely met by Fanfold’s systems with 
continuous stationery and carbonized forms. 
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To meet this need, Fanfold Ltd. have installed 
high-speed rotary presses of the latest design. 
This has enabled them continually to improve 
their production in a highly specialized field 
and reach the perfection and accuracy required 
by automatic Data Processing Equipment. 
Their technical representatives work closely 
with their customers so that a new system is 
installed satisfactorily. Part of their exports 
go to provide telephone bills in Kenya, telegram 
forms in Kuwait and railway documents in 
South Africa in continuous stationery style with 
appropriate feed equipment. 


COLOUR CARDS 


One of the most rapidly developing enter- 
prises of the M°Corquodale Group has been 
the production of colour cards by M°Corquo- 
dale Colour Display Ltd. Established in 1946, 
it has now spread around the world providing 
identification cards for the paint industry, 
cosmetic manufacturers and all those who wish 
to show the public the colour range of their 
products. This has caused detailed research in 
the application of paints to paper and the 
machinery and processes developed have 
matched the rising demands for colour cards. 
Elsewhere in this brochure there is listed the 
interests which spread from Australia in the 
East to Brazil in the West. 


BOOK AND PERIODICAL 
PRINTING 

Two companies in the MCCorquodale Group 
specialize in printing books and magazines. 
The largest is William Clowes & Sons Ltd., 
purchased in 1946, which has a modern factory 
at Beccles employing almost 1,000 men and 
women. Their plant is designed for the mass 
production of books. Typesetting facilities 
cover an extensive range of type faces and 
include foreign languages, and they are foremost 
in the experimental field of photo-typesetting 
for lithographic printing of books. Their 
speciality 1s scientific publications and educa- 
tional text-books, but hymn books, memoirs, 
children’s books, dictionaries and paper-backs 
also come from the presses in Suffolk. A long 
association with leading publishing houses has 
led William Clowes & Sons Ltd., on behalf of 
the MCCorquodale Group, to set up a factory 
in Ibadan, Nigeria, in conjunction with the 
Western Nigerian Government. With the 
growth of literacy in West Africa there is a 
rapidly growing demand for educational books. 


A new factory is being built in Great 
Yarmouth expressly to deal with composition 
for the North American market, another 
opportunity with much promise. 


Spottiswoode Ballantyne & Co. Ltd. are 
established in Colchester and were purchased 
in 1955 by the Group. They were founded in 
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1739 and like William Clowes & Sons Ltd. were 
originally centred in London and are now in 
East Anglia. This company also specializes in 
book work where accuracy of typesetting is a 
prerequisite, particularly with scientific publica- 
tions. 


Two members of the Clowes family are 
represented on the Board of the MCCorquodale 
Group. 


TRANSFERS AND DISPLAYS 


Associated Trapinex Ltd. in London was 
acquired in 1952 and specializes in screen 
process printing. Their production, using this 
process, covers showcards, point-of-sale dis- 
plays, posters, labels and transfers for industry. 
Latest developments include self-adhesive plas- 
tic signs and wire displays and dispensers. 


OVERSEAS COMPANIES 


Apart from licensees of colour card machin- 
ery, the MCCorquodale Group has productive 
factories in Canada, the United States, New 
Zealand, Australia, Brazil, Argentine and 
W. Germany. Throughout the world there is 
always a demand for printed matter from a 
local printer backed by international resources. 
In particular, where specialized products are in 
demand such as continuous stationery, educa- 
tional books or colour cards, there is oppor- 
tunity for enterprise and good business. 


RESEARCH 


Because the companies in the M°&Corquodale 
Group cover all the printing processes and so 
many specialized techniques, research and 
development is dispersed throughout its fac- 
tories. Some of their specialists have been 
authors of patents. Others have perfected new 
methods of production with inks, paper and 
machinery. Directors and executives of the 
Group make frequent visits to interests abroad 
and maintain regular contact with develop- 
ments in the printing industries of the United 
States and Europe. 


THE FUTURE 


The policy of the Group in the foreseeable 
future is to seek to develop new printing 
outlets, to meet new demands and also to 
ensure that ali the factories are equipped with 
the most modern machinery so that the 
requirements of its established and new cus- 
tomers may be promptly and satisfactorily 
supplied. All management of the various 
companies and factories in the Group, which is 
decentralized as much as is possible, fully 
understand that the success of a printing busi- 
ness depends upon service to the customer and 
all are determined to ensure that the M¢CCor- 
quodale Group service can be relied upon under 
all circumstances.

The M¢Corquodale Group produce about 4,769,000 cased 
books and 88,200,000 books with covers drawn on in a year. 
Their factory in Beccles produced the memoirs of Sir Winston 
Churchill and Sir Anthony Eden (now Lord Avon), and print 
the Bible in foreign languages. 


The M¢Corquodale Group print 80,000,000 air mail letter 
forms per year. Money orders, currency notes, stamps for 
court fines and other security documents are also produced in 
specialized factories. 


The M¢Corquodale Group employ 6,830 people—2,707 
women and 4,123 men. Of this total number 83 % are employed 
in the factories, 13% on administration and 4% on sales. 
The largest M°Corquodale works employs 1,000 people, the 
smallest (in New Zealand) 37 people. 


The M¢Corquodale Group occupy a total factory floor space 
of over 1,490,000 square feet. 


The M¢Corquodale Group consume 9,386,000 kilowatt hour 
units of electricity and 4,547 tons of fuel every year in the 
factories alone. 


The MCCorquodale Group print on 710 different machines— 
523 letterpress, 117 litho, and 70 in special categories, including 
some from America unique in this country. Some have been 
adapted for specialized products and used with modern controls 
to maintain colour standardization. 


The M¢€Corquodale Group produce over 500,000,000 cheques 
in a year. With the advent of automation in banking, their 
factories have perfected the technique of printing figures in 
magnetic ink to give electronic impulses. 


The M¢Corquodale Group use over 20,000 tons of paper 
every year, or enough to make a 20” wide strip sufficiently 
long to encircle the equator 20 times. Their own paper mill 
in North Wales regularly manufacture fine printing, cartridge, 
duplicator and writing papers. | 


The M¢Corquodale Group use 137 cutting machines in- 
cluding 3-knife trimmers to cut three sides of a book in one 
operation. Others have electronic programme controls for 
automatic cutting of labels and leaflets.

Multicolor (London) Ltd. 


MCCorQUODALE CoLouR DispLAy, LTD., was formed in 1946 to 
take over certain processes which the parent company had developed 
for multi-colour presentation. It was known that the chief outlet 
for the company would be those industries which marketed their 
products in a range of colours and who were, therefore, obliged to 
issue colour cards and books depicting the colour ranges with extreme 
accuracy and consistency. The M°Corquodale processes had been 
developed to meet this need because conventional printing methods 
could not achieve the standards of accuracy and consistency 
required. It was felt that a specialist company would be better able 
to develop its products for the industries it served, such as the paint 
and cosmetic industries, by specializing upon their needs. This 
policy has proved successful. To-day the name of M°Corquodale 
is known to paint manufacturers throughout the world. 

M¢Corquodale Colour Display, Ltd., has subsidiary companies 
in the U.S.A., Western Germany, Australia, Brazil, New Zealand, 
and has recently registered a company in the Argentine. In Western 
Germany, the designs are complete for the building of a fully air- 
conditioned factory on a site of 126,000 square feet, which has been 
purchased on the old airfield in Goettingen. Our present facilities 
are inadequate for the growing demand. In Australia, a factory 
extension of 12,500 square feet has been completed and a further 
extension of 16,000 is in the course of erection. The company, in 
addition to operating the colour card processes, are letterpress
